WARRANT PLAN 


LOS ANGELES, — Members of 
the Caifornia Employment Com-! 
mission meeting here today adopt- 
ed a resolution for transmission to 
Governor Culbert L. Olson point- 
ing out the “serious effects” adopt- 
ion of the California State Retire- 


ment Life Payment Act, popularly | 


known as “Ham and Eggs” would 
have on unemployment insurance. 
The resolution said that adopt- 
ing the Life Payment Act would 
render California’s system of unem- 
ployment insurance unworkable. 


Acting on an opinion of Attorney 
General Earl Warren, which said 
contributions to the unemployment 
fund could be paid in so-called 
“warrant” money, the Commission 
asserted employees throughout the 
state now covered by unemployment 
insurance would be “deprived of 
future benefits” if the amendment 
is adopted.

WARRANTS 


Must Pay Cash For Raw 
Materials And Wages, 
Says Association Head 


SAN FRANCISCO — Completing 
a triple play which opponents of 
the Ham and Eggs plan believe will 
count heavily when the score is 
compiled on November 7, the Cal- 
ifornia Manufacturers Association 
today began mailing out notices 
that its members would not ac- 
cept the 30-Thursday' warrants. 
The first play was started a month 
ago) when the retailers mailed no- 
tices to customers that warrants 
would not be accepted. Later the 
wholesalers made it a double play 
with a notice to the retailers that 
the funny money would be no good 
with them. Today’s action of the 
manufacturers completed the triple, 
and the warrants are “out” with 
virtually all trade channels. 

“We will not accept these ‘Ham 
and Egg’ warrants,” the manufac- 
turers’ notices stated. “All pur- 
| Chases are payable only in lawful 
money of the United States. Our 
decision is necessary. because we 
must pay cash for materials which 
we purchase and because we wish to 
continue to pay our employees’ 
| wages in lawful money of the U. 
s” 

O. H. Fischer, president of the 
| association, declared that it is fool- 
hardy for Ham and Eggers to be- 
| lieve that California would do over 
four times the amount of business 
, in 1940 with warrants that it did in 
the boom year of 1929 with cash, es- 
| pecially since people do not have 
to take warrants. 

“Your grocer and other merch- 
ants will have to pay cash for what 
they buy,” said Mr. Fischer, “and 
you will be asked for cash for what 
you buy. Where will you get the 
cash?”

Bart Vandergrift, Shingle miner, 
is held at the county jail and will 


be charged with a felonious assault, 


District Attorney Henry S. Lyon 
Said Wednesday, as the result of! 
the alleged knifing Sunday of 
Howard Barnett, also a miner 
the vicinity. 

Barnett received a wound in the 
upper part of his back and was able 
to go home following emergency 
treatment. 

Sheriff George M. Smith reports 
that as far as he has been able to 
determine in his investigation, there 
Was NO provocation for the assault 
for which Vandergrift is held. 

The sheriff also stated that he 
has, in months past, received com- 
plaints of other such assaults but 
had not been able to ferret out 
either victim or the suspected as- 
Saiant. However, he has definitely | 
connected Vandergrift, he said, with 
a disturbance at an El Dorado ta- 
vern and is continuing his inves- 
tigation. 

Sheriff Smith also said that in 
his investigation of the Shingle 
Springs disturbance it was neces- 
Sary for him to make four trips to 
Shingle Springs before he was able 
to arrest the suspect, this being in 
a large measure made necessary by 
the reluctance of proprietors of the 
establishment, the Red Diamond 
Cafe, to co-operate with the: offi- 
cials in their investgation.

RUSSELL WILSON TURNS 
ATTENTION TO 
KELSEY MINE 


Two shifts of men are employed 
in the exploration and development 
of the Golden Oak Mine, near the 
old Louisville Store north of Kel- 
sey, SayS a Sacramento paper. 

Russell J. Wilson, manager-own- 
er, this week said drifting and 
cross cutting is carried on from a 
fifty two foot two compartment 
shaft. Drifting will be done on the 
vein, which is showing fair values. 

Some of the equpiment from the 
Spanish Oak Mine, about a mile 
from the Golden Oak, is being used 
on the new property. This equip- 
ment formerly was used in the ex- 
ploration of a prospect at Spanish 
Flat, east of the present workings. 

A lease was taken on about 160 
cares of the Golden Oak from Wil- 
; dam Poor in September, last. 

Several attempts have been made 
to operate the property in the past, 
but in all cases water has proved a 
handicap. Previous to the taking 
over of the property by Wilson it 


; Was worked by Gilbert Chisholm 
; and some ore was taken out and 


milled at the Gold Company’s mill 
on the Veerkamp Ranch at Garden 
Valley. 

Some years ago Poor worked the 
property and took out a number of 
pockets. 

Wilson said ore from the explora- 
tion work will be trucked to the 
Black Oak mill in Garden Valley 
and test runs made. 

He recently announced the pull- 
ing of the pumps from below the 


; 400 foot level at the Black Oak mine 


in Garden Valley and _ indicated 
the property would be shut down 
completely in about two months, 
The operator is declared to have 
taken out a fortune from the mine 
in the last five years. Confessions 
reputedly made by some of the score 
of men arrested a year ago as high- 
grading suspects indicated that more 
than $200,000 in high-grade ore had 
been stolen in less than a year.

that the French people were op- 
posed to the conflict. 
Ribbentrop had emphasized that 


a quarrel between the United States | 


and Germany was “impossible.” 
Both British and French reac- 
tion to the foreign minister’s speech 
was that it was a crude and futile 
attempt to cause dissent in allied 


‘ranks, but British Royal Air Force 


planes were reported to have taken 
a more direct method of showing 
disapproval by making reconnais- 
sance raids deep into Germany dur- 
ing the speech. Many thousands of 
persons were reported by British 
sources to have stopped listening to 
the foreign minister’s radio address 
to run for the air raid shelters. 

The British fliers penetrated more 
deeply than before in Germany, 
flying over the Krupp armament 
plant at Magdeburg. 

Ribbentrop’s speech, neverthe- 
less, appeared to have ended any 
immediate possibility of a new 
peace move in Europe. Germany 
was reported in London to be de- 
voting all energies toward assurng 
a steady supply of raw materials 
from Soviet Russia and to have 
agreed to help build up the Soviet 


| navy in return. 


Such an agreement, providing 
Russia with needed mechanical aid, 
would be a part of the price be- 
ing paid by Adolf Hitler for friend- 
ship with Moscow as his only hope 

But it also would hold the pros- 

But it also woul dhold the pros- 
pect of Soviet supremacy in the 
Baltic sea, which was once con- 
sidered by Nazis as a German lake 
but whose shores are now being 
drawn under Soviet protection. 

With the three Baltic states al- 
ready signed up and Red troops oc- 
cupying Esthonia at the German 
minority returns home, the Soviets’ 
biggest trouble at the moment con- 
tinued to center around negotiations 
with Finland. 

The Finnish delegation returned 
to Helsingfors with written demands 
by the Soviets, presumably for is- 
land bases in the Gulf of Finland 
and a share in control of the Aaland 
Isles. It was believed in both Mos- 
cow and Helsingfors that these de- 
mands offered a basis for an ag- 
reement, but there was as yet no 
certainty that all danger of a break 
had passed.

Baldwin, and when this marriage 
was annulled, wed Hull McClaugh- 
ery, a young San Francisco lawyer, 
who was the father of her two 
children. Upon divorcing him, she: 
resumed her maiden name of Bald- 
win. 


Anita Baldwin’s death removed 
the last direct link to the days of 
her famed father, and his fabulous | 
mines and horses. Baldwin won his 
nickname in the early mining days, 
principally when he made $2,500,000 
on a single plunge in Ophir mining 
stock during the Comstock bonanza 
boom. 

He had come across the plains 
from Racine, Wis., in 1853 with a 
wagon load of brandy and another 
filled with tobacco and tea. The 
brandy he sold to the Mormons in 
Salt Lake City for $16 a gallon; the 
tobacco he sold for $1 a plug, 

He later acquired a .String of 
blooded horses in Kentucky, bought 
8500 acres of oak-dotted pasture 
land between Pasadena and Arca® 
dia in 1875, and added to it for his 


estates, stables and breeding farm ; 
until he was the lord of 54,000 acres 
stretching out over the San Ga- 
briel valley.

000 diamond ring in a service sta- 
tion washroom at Gila Bend, Ariz., 
and the attendant returned it to 
her, she rewarded him with $5,000. 

For many years she kept the old 
Santa Anita homestead intact and 
finally broke it up to permit erec- 
tion of the palatial Santa Anita 
park racetrack because it carried on 
the old Baldwin turf tradition. 

Her death will take some of’ the 
color from the annual $10,000 San- 
ta Anita Handicap. She always 
crowned the winner, 

She is reported to have left a huge 
estate to her chidren, In 1932 she 
was quoted as saying that the de- 
pression had reduced her wealth 
from about $35,000,000 to $15,000,- 
000. Since then the racetrack and 
Subdividing of the old Rancho have 
proved profitable.
